WATER COMMISSIONERS’ REPORT. 


Since the last report of the Water Commissioners there 
have been no extensions of the mains and only one new con- 
nection made within the last year. During the year a number 


of the old wooden gate boxes in the cemetery have become so 
badly decayed that it has been necessary to replace them. 
Where this has been done we have usec the iron gate boxes, 
the same as are used on other parts of the system. 

The heavy timbers at the south side of the shoe factory 
used for bracing the building had become decayed and have 
been replaced by new ones during the year. 

This was a matter of quite a little difficulty and expense 
requiring the use of aderrick. But seemed) mecessaryeasaa 
matter of safety. The well back of the shoe shop-has been 
relaid and a drain put in to carry away the water which has 
given so much trouble in times past, by setting back into the 
pump room. The floors in the factory had become badly worn 
in places and these and the elevator have come in for quite a 
little repairing during the year. The air pump which was 
referred to in our last report as having been ordered on trial has 
been found to do the work in a satisfactory manner, and has 
been purchased during the last year. 

The number of water takers and all general conditions 
remain about the same as when our report was rendered a 
year ago.

There has been but little work devolving upon us for the 
past year. 

A few cases of Measles is all we have had to contend with 
in the way of contagious diseases. 3
